The University has received the 
bulk of grant money recently 
distributed by the provincial 
government under its Advanced 
Education Endowment and 
Incentive Fund. 

A grant of $10,878,213 was given 
the University (the most money yet 
from the matching grant program) 
out of the total of $11,913,530 
which was divided among the 
six Edmonton area public 
post-secondary institutions. 

The grants represent the third 
payment under the matching 
grants program. 

Most of the grant to the 
University of Alberta has been 
earmarked for such purposes as the 
Huculak Chair in Ukrainian 
Studies, the Chair in Constitutional 
Law, the Walter Stirling Anderson 
Chair in Surgery, the Chair in 
Deafness Studies, the 
Writer-in-Residence program and 
music scholarships. 

Dave Russell, deputy premier 
and minister of advanced 
( ation, said: “We are very 
intpressed by the fund-raising 
efforts of Edmonton-based public 
post-secondary institutions and 
the response by corporations and 
individuals to the incentive created 
by the Fund.” The Fund was 
established by the province to 
encourage the private sector to 
become directly involved in the 
post-secondary education system in 
Alberta. To date, the province has 
contributed more than $65 million 
in matching funds as a result of 
donations.

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Visual Identity Program Effects Consolidation 


The ink is just drying on another 
chapter in the University’s visual 
identity story. The title is 
“Consolidation.” 

On 1 June, the name of the 
Graphics Division was officially 
changed to Graphic Design and 
Illustration Services. And Visual 
Identity Designer Cindy Bouwers 
moved from the Fine Arts Building 
to the new unit’s home in the 
Mechanical Engineering Building. 
Thirdly, the Visual Identity 
telephone (local 7328) moved to the 
new unit. 

The reason for the name change 
is “to better reflect the significant 
design component which will now 
be available,” says David 
Norwood, chair, Visual Identity 
Committee. 

President Horowitz points out 
that when the committee was 
struck in 1983, the intent was that 
Visual Identity not be a unit unto 
itself. “We're simply normalizing 
things by bringing the Visual 
Identity Program into the 
mainstream,” he says. 

The merging of the two groups 
should result in “good design 
awareness,” in the opinion of Judi 
Ross, supervisor of the Graphics 
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Division for the past nine years 
and now supervisor of Graphic 
Design and Illustration Services. 
(Credit for the new name, 
incidentally, goes to her colleague, 
Brad Hestbak.) 

Traditional forms of work, for 
example, charts and graphs, book 
covers, posters, safety and parking 
decals and artwork for slides will 
continue to be executed. Add a 
design component with built-in 
support systems and it’s easy to 
understand why Mrs. Ross and her 
staff of nine view the consolidation 
as a positive step. On a number of 
projects, they will assist Mrs. 
Bouwers with mechanical art work, 
allowing her more time for 
creativity and consultation. 

Mrs. Bouwers will hold 
responsibility for the Visual 
Identity Program’s quality control. 

One shortcoming of the 
program, Mrs. Ross told Folio, is 
that it isn’t being implemented fast 
enough. People should see it as a 
package, not in sections that arrive 
in fits and starts. “We can assist 
the designer with mechanical art- 
work and speed up implementation 
of the program,” she says. 

The program’s budget for this 
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year is earmarked “Forms.” The 
plethora of forms used by such 
units as Materials Management, 
Printing Services, and the 
Comptroller’s and Registrar’s 
Offices will be analyzed by the 
Forms Advisory Committee (chair: 
Len Young). Priorities will be set 
and unnecessary forms will 
disappear. 


The Visual Identity Committee, 
which reports to Allan Warrack, 
Vice-President (Administration), 
has at least another two years’ 
work ahead of it. Its current 
composition, that is, 
representatives from across 
campus, will be maintained, 

Mr. Norwood says.

The new multi-disciplinary journal, 
Alberta, begins appearing this 
month from The University of 
Alberta Press. Its first issue 
focusses on the Tyrrell Museum 
and explores diverse interests 
radiating out in such directions as 
“The Discovery of Dinosaur Eggs 
in Devil’s Coulee,” "The Evolution 
of Cretaceous and Palaeocene 
Mammals,” "The Dinosaur in Art” 
and “The Literary Badlands.”

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Fun of Physics Lies in Seeing 
Things Happen

About 500 grade 12 physics 
students from 20 high schools 
around Edmonton are taking turns 
to come on campus and see what 
physics is all about. 

In the undergraduate labs in the 
Physics Department these students 
can actually watch what happens 
when three famous early 
twentieth-century physics 
experiments are performed. 

“There's a lot of excitement 
actually doing the experiments,” 
says Terry Singleton, Physics 
Department technologist, who 
guides students and their teachers 
through the lab activities. “Seeing 
particles move in a directional field, 
for instance, is something you 
can’t imagine.” 

Students agree wholeheartedly. 

“When you just read 
experiments in a textbook, it’s 
really quite dry,” admit Kristine 
Willis and Murray Palamarek, in 
Physics 30 at John Paul II High 
School, Fort Saskatchewan. “Seeing 
it happen is a lot more interesting.” 


This cooperative program is the 
brainchild of David Austen 
(Physics), along with department 
colleagues John Stephenson and 
Wytze Brouwer. 

“Physics is an experimental 
science,” Dr. Austen points out. 
“You need to see the things 
happening to understand and get 
excited about them. But the 
equipment is quite out of reach 
of high school science labs; 
and you need a lot of technical 
knowledge and skill to get these 
experiments running.” 

Dr. Austen’s intention isn’t to 
excite droves of students into being 
physicists. But offering hands-on 
experience and showing students 
the fun of the science “will sort out 
those who are really interested in 
physics from those who are not.” 

In a smaller way, the program 
was in operation for three years, 
with only a few schools offered the 
opportunity to participate. This 
year it was opened to all high 
schools in northern Alberta.

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Hammersmith Hospital’s 
Karol Sikora Lecturing on ‘New 
Technologies to Cure Cancer’ 


Prominent among those diligent 
researchers trying to find a cure for 
cancer is Karol Sikora. The week of 
6 June gives him a respite from his 
duties as director of the 
Department of Clinical Oncology at 
London’s Hammersmith Hospital, 
but cancer remains very much the 
issue for his visit to the Cross 
Cancer Institute. 

At least two benefits will stem 
from Dr. Sikora’s visit in 
conjunction with the Institute’s 
20th anniversary: members of the 
Alberta medical and research 
communities can tap into the 
European cancer research 
experience, and researchers and 
the general public can hear about 
new technologies to cure cancer. 
(The second benefit relates to a 
lecture that Dr. Sikora will deliver 
on 9 June, 7:30 p.m., in the 
auditorium of the Cross Cancer 
Institute.) 


Dr. Sikora offers a 
“bench-to-bedside” perspective, as 
he has been both a basic researcher 
and a clinician. 

A primary interest of Dr. Sikora’s 
is the application of recent 
advances in molecular biology to 
cancer diagnosis and treatment. 

The Cross Cancer Institute 
invites interested members of the 
University community to attend 
one or more of Dr. Sikora’s 
lectures.
